LONDON, May'8 (AP), 


GOVERNMENT announce- 

ment said tonight “the fig- 

ures of sinkings of British 
ships given by Senator Vanden- 
berg on the alleged authority 
of Admiral Land are not-as a 
matter of fact correct.” 


The announcement said fig- 
ures shortly to be issued by the 
Admiralty will show that, while 
the position in regard to the 
Battle of the Atlantic has in 
the last month shown an im- 
provement, nevertheless, owing 
to the losses in the Mediterran- 
ean, the total tonnage at the 
command of the Allies has suf- 
fered as severely almost as in 
any preceding month during the 
year.”

WASHINGTON, May 8&.—Under

than 4 per cent) clearing United 
States ports with goods for 
the defense of Britain had been 
sunk im the first three months of 
this year. | 

Senator Claude Pepper (Dem.), 
Florida, leader of the intervention- 
ists, tried to get Admiral Land to 
aiter this total or say that it was 
misleading, but he insisted that 
the best available records showed 


During his brief appearance be- 
fore the committee Admiral Land 
was not asked about losses on the 
westward crossing from British 
ports, confining his statement to 
the statistics he gave in a letter 
made public yesterday by Senator 
Arthur H, Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan. 


The Associated Press last night 
carried a dispatch stating that 
“a Maritime Commission offi- 
cial’ emphasized that the figures 
given by Admiral Land to Sen- 
ator Vandenberg applied only 
te outbound ships, ‘and 
that “sinkings have been much 
heavier on westbound trips.” 

“The British have concentrat- 
ed their naval resources on 
ships en route to England and 
it has been necessary to give 
less protection to vessels going 
to the United States,” this offi- 
cial continued, according to the 
Associated Press. “Consequent- 
ly, l0sses on westbound voyages 
have been much greater.” 


At the Maritime Commission to- 
day this correspondent was told 
that the commission was not in a 
position to give out the losses on 
westbound sinkings from England. 
A spokesman said that previous 
comments on such losses had been 
confined to an unofficial observa- 
tion that, if the records could be 


Were found that westbound losses 
had been heavier than eastbound. 
At the conclusion of the com-

Clark, Vandenberg and other 
hon - interventionists appeared 
Pleased with Admiral Land’s tes- 
timony.

The second heaviest, 
loss in any one month was 426,- 
000 tons in September, Britain 
announcing she lost 35 ships 
totaling 155,160 tons and that 
Allies and neutrals lost the re- 
mainder. 


TWO SHIPS TORPEDOED 
EAST OF GREENLAND 


Both in Convoy. and Were 
Carrying Supplies From 
U. S. to England. 


NEW YORK, May :8- (AP)— 
The 10,263-ton British passenger 
liner Ixion and the 5658-ton Nor- 
wegian freighter Eastern Star 
were torpedoed in a Nazi subma- 
rine attack on a British convoy 
about 750 miles east of the sovth- 
ern tip of Greenland, maritime 
circles said today. The vessels 
were ferrying American supplies 
to England. 

The Ixion, owned by the China 
Mutua] Steam Navigation Co., 
traded between the Pacific coast 
and the Orient before the war. 

The Eastern Star had been trad- 
ing between Liverpool and New 
York, Hampton Roads and Phila- 
delphia.

WASHINGTON, May & (AP).— 
Army and Selective Service ' offi- 
cilals were reported today to have 
decided on July 1 as the date for 
registration of approximately 
1,000,000 men who have reached 


'| the age of 21 since the first Selec- 


tive Service enrollment last Octo- 
ber. 

Registration will take place at 
the headquarters of the 6500 local 


draft boards now functioning and 
authorities said it would be a “fair- 
ly simple job” compared with last 
fall, when 16,500,000 men, 21 to 35, 
were signed up. 

The date will be formally fixed 
in a proclamation by President 
Roosevelt. Authorities indicated 
the day tentatively agreed upon 
was chosen to give the new pros- 
pective trainees time to learn 
whether they are likely ‘to be 
called this fall, so they may ar- 
range their school or employment 
plans accordingly. 

May Be Called Quickly. 

In official quarters here it was 
expected that a large proportion of 
them would be called for training 
within a few months after they 
are registered and classified as to 
availability for immediate service. 

A decision apparently has yet to 
be reached on how the order num- 
bers of the July registrants will be 
incorporated into the list of num- 
bers assigned after the Selective 
Service lottery last October. 

Now that the initial groups of 
trainees have been inducted to pro- 
vide skeleton organizations of more 
mature men around which to build 
the new army, it: was learned that 
War Department officials are con- 


sidering shifting the emphasis to 
younger men, 


Top Age of -30 Favored. 
One plan reported-under consid- 
eration would be for thé War De- 


partment to advise Selective Serv- 
ice headquarters . officially that 
hereafter .it. would,takeomow leader 
above a certain age. Some author. y 


ties were understood to favor 30 as 
the top age limit, while others pre- 
fer it-as low as 26 years. 

At Selective Service headquar- 
ters it. was said the law already 
permits this kind of trainee selec- 
tion by age groups, provided it is 
officially requested by the War De- 
partment or the President, 

The advantage of using younger 
men, according to some officials, is 
that it-would provide trainees hav- 
ing longer futures of military use- 
fulness and at the-same time in- 
terfere less with the manpower 
necessary for essential defense in- 
dustries. 

It was learned that Selective 
Service officials have conferred 
with officials of the Office of Pro- 
duction Management over means 
of excusing from army duty men 
whose skills are needed in the man- 
ufacture of defense equipment,

“If this means convoys, Mr. 
President,” the telegram said, “we 
call upon you as @

victory for democracy.” 

Never before in the history of 
the world, Willkie said, has’ thére 
been a people as strong as “the 
people of the United States.” 
“There never was any people so 
able to decide concerning what is 
right and what is: wrong. There 
never was any people so capable 
of suceess, once their decision is 
made,” he added. 

Willkie rejected “peace with 
those who seek to destroy our very 
way of life” and said the United 
States would be next on-the Axis 
list “if we allow the valiant Brit- 
ish to fall.”

JEFFERSON CITY, May 8.—A 
definite step to end Lawrence Mc- 
Daniel’s contest of the election of 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, which has 
yirtually paralyzed legislation in 
the Missouri General Assembly for 
four months, may be expected with- 
in the next week or 10 days. The 
plan under consideration is the 
introduction of a resolution asking 
McDaniel to withdraw his contest 
petition and Gov. Donnell to with- 
draw his counter petition. 

Mounting resentment among 
impor- 
tant positions over McDaniel’s ac- 
tion in holding to his demand for 

completion of the recount of bal- 
ots, notwithstanding the constant- 
ly increasing gains shown for Don- 
nell, has moved them to take the 
matter in their own hands. 

While thus far the plans have 
been considered on a secret or 
confidential basis by sevefal Demo- 
cratic Senators, it is known that 
a resolution has been prepared, 
and that all that remains is for 
the decision to be made as to when 
it shall be introduced. 

Delay in St. Louis County. 

It is a common, almost univer- 
sal, opinion among members of the 
Legislature, that if the recount of 
ballots in St. Louis County could 
be speeded to early completion and 
that recount showed no material 
change in the results, the contest 
would be ended immediately. But 
it was on St. Louis County that 
McDaniel placed his greatest re- 
liance, and the failure of the Coun- 
ty Board of Election Commission- 
ers to get the job done there has 
provided an argument for the die- 
hard Democrats supporting the 
contest to delay moves in the Leg- 
islature to end it. 

Former Judge Taylor Smith of 
Farmington, McDaniel’s attorney, 
insisted again last night that 
there was no intention on Mc- 
Daniel's part to withdraw his peti- 


# tion or to abandon the contest. He 


said the returns from the recount 
were too meager to justify an opin- 
jon as to the result of the com- 
plete returns, a position shared by 
few Democrats in the Legislature. 

Asked whether his opinion would 
be altered by complete returns 
from St. Louis County if they 
showed no material change from 
the official count, he said that 
“If there is a key county, of course 
it is St. Louis, but we will wait 
until we know the situation there 
before judging its importance in 
the whole picture.” 

McDaniel Silent on Figures. 

Throughout the recount, McDan- 
fe] has not given out information 
as to figures he has reecived from 
his attorneys in the counties, 
while Chairman Charles Ferguson

passage of his bill forbidding the 
closed shop in defense industries 
and on defense projects. Union 
membership, under Hoffman’s pro- 
posal, could not be made a requi- 
site to taking work on defense 


jobs. 
Quotes Post-Dispatch. 

To support his charges, Hoffman 
quoted frequently - from the 
Post-Dispatch. He referred to 
articles appearing in the 
Post-Dispatch on May 2, 3 and 5, 
and urged House members to read 
them. 
Hoffman recounted to the House 
how Newell had held up the Hamp- 
ton avenue viaduct through the 
strike he called against the con- 
tractors to enforce the use of AFL 
sand and gravel there. 
“Contractors and the public suf- 
fer in another way,” the Michigan 
Republican declared. “Caterpillar 
operators. and ,shovel operators on 
these construction jobs have a pay 
rate of $2 an hour for straight 
time and $4 an hour for time over 
40 hours.

Disciples of Christ Petition 
Roosevelt to Revive Role 
of Mediator for Himself 
and U. S. 


The International Convention of 


Disciples of Christ, at the close 
of its ninetieth annual meeting 
here yesterday, petitioned Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by telegram to use 
the powers of his office to keep 
the United States out of war. To- 
tal registration at the seven-day 
meeting was 6266 persons. 

“We make bold to present this 
“petition in view of the President's 
repeated and solemn pledges as- 
suring the country that the armed 
forces of the United States would 
not become involved in war,” the 
telegram stated. 

Aid to Britain, the telegram con- 
tinued, “has carried the nation to 
the brink of belligerent participa- 
tion and the country and Presi- 
dent now face a crucial and ir- 
revocable decision. We implore 
the President to revive the role of 


mediator for himself and our na- | 
tion and to adopt no further policy | 
in aid to Britain which will carry | 
the hazard of involvement in the | 
war. The American people are 


overwhelmingly opposed to bel- 
ligerent participation and we look 
with grave foreboding upon any 
action by the Government which 
will plunge a divided nation into a 
war.” 

Another resolution declared: “In- 
volvement of the United States in 
the war will add materially to the 
world’s chaos and misery.” 


It was recommended that a civil- | 
fan committee of five persons be | 
set up by the executive committee | 
of the church body to investigate | 


and pass upon the fitness of Chris- 
tian Church ministers who apply 
for service as chaplains. 

Bishop Ivan Lee Holt*‘of Dallas, 
Tex., formerly of St. Louis, in an 
address last night discussed “Next 
Steps in Protestant Union.” 

“There are three general pro- 
grams we can indorse and follow,” 
he said. “We can seek immediate- 
ly some form of structural unity 
which will not involve surrender 
of creed or polity. Such a pro- 
gram was suggested by E. Stanley 
Jones when he proposed a Church 
of Christ in America with denom- 
inational subdivisions. There are 
certain economic and social influ- 
ences which might make possible 
the union at no distant date of 
Congregationalists, Disciples, Meth- 
odists and Presbyterians. We can 


‘urge a plan of exploration of agree- 


ments between churches or denomi- 


nations which have much in com- | 
mon. Such a plan would bring 


into immediate contact Episco- 
palians and Methodists, Congrega- 


tionalists and Presbyterians, and | 


Baptists -and Disciples.

“Open Door for Negotiated Peace.” 

A resolution urging President 
Roosevelt to keep the United 
States out of foreign wars, in ac 
cordance with pre-election prom- 
ises, and to “open the door for a 
negotiated peace” was adopted 
yesterday at a concluding meet- 
ing of the South Illinois Synod of 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church at Belleville, attended by 
200 delegates from 91 congrega- 
tions. 

The resolution was sent to the 
President and to Illinois Senators 
and Representatives in Congress.

May 8 (AP).—Direct 
hits. from .armor-piercing super- 
bombs pped in dive attacks, 
were scored on the 26,000-ton Ger- 
man battleships Scharnhorst and 
Gneiesenau at Brest last hight, it 
was reported today by the Air 
Ministry news service. + 

One.very heavy bomb burst with 
a “large brilliant explosion” on 
the forepart of.the Scharnhorst, 
and another hit’ the’ Gneisenau just 
forward from its funnel, the re- 
port said. 

The attack was part of a series 
of raids which had as targets St. 
Nazaire, a German submarine base, 
docks at Bremen, shipping at Ber- 
gen, Norway, and refineries at 
the mouth of the Loire River at 
Dongas, France. 

Of the Brest raid, the announce- 
ment was more optimistic of de- 
structive results than in any pre- 
vious attack on. the two Atlantic 
raiders. 


R. A. F. “Make Sure.” 


The weather permitted 
A. F. to “make sure of doing ef- 
fective damage,” the report said. 
“Docks and harbors at Brest lay 
exposed in moonlight and our. 
crews could plainly see the Gnei- 
senau in drydocks and_ the 
Scharnhorst moored up against 
the jetty near the torpedo boat 
base.” 

“The attack was made with no 
less deliberation than precision,” 
the report continued. 

One crew which dived from 10, 
000 feet was confident its bombs 
hit the’ Gneisenau, the report 
and other crews claimed 
direct hits on the vessels. 

“There were also many near 
misses beside the two ships, which 
may well have done further sub- 
stantial damage,” the account 
said. 

The British acknowledged that 
two planes were missing from the 
night’s operations.

Alleging the Dutch bank has 
been “prevented by the German 
Reich and its dictator, Adolf Hit- 
ler,” from sending funds to the 
Sonnen heirs, Harry M. Boeck- 
mann, executor of the Sonnen es- 
tate, filed an injunction suit to 
prohibit the Probate Court from 
sending money to the Dutch heirs 
until $3679 has been transferred 
to the Sonnen estate. A similar 
injunction suit filed in Clayton by 
Mrs. Sophie Huning recently was 
settled, an estate which had heirs 
in Germany paying her $4800.

Pimlico Likely to Con- : 
tain Only Six or Seven

BALTIMORE, May 8 (AP).—If 
speed is what the customers want, 
they ought to see plenty of it in 
the Preakness Stakes at Pimlico 
Saturday—and from the way things 
looked today, Whirlaway will have 
to do a lot of catching-up. 

There's a world of “foot” in the 
probable field of six or seven. 
Indications were that a blazing 
pace would be set by front run- 
ners aiming to get plenty of day- 
light between themselves and 
Whirlaway before Warren Wright's 
Kentucky comet uncorks his 
vaunted “kick” in the stretch. 

At the same time, however, train- 
er Ben Jones told the boys with a 
knowing wink not to be surprised 
if Whirlaway goes right to the 
front. 

Our Boots, Royce Martin's. colt 
who has licked Whirlaway in four 
out of six meetings but failed to 
show anything in the Kentucky 
Derby, stepped out as a speedster 
to be reckoned with when he 
worked a mile in 1:38 flat between 
races yesterday. That effort placed 
him right alongside King Ranch's 
Dispose, Wheatley Stable’s King 
Cole and Crispin Oglebay’s Ocean 
Blue as a speed merchant capable 
of cutting out a torrid pace. 


His sparkling trial,; only three- 
fifths of a second over the track 
record, removed any doubt that 
Our Boots would be there when the 
field parades to.the post Sat- 
urday for the mile and three-six- 
teenths run for a $50,000 added 
jackpot. 

Our Boots, whose dismal Derby 
showing was blamed on the hard 
track at Churchill Downs, came 
out of the race sore and with a 
grabbed left foreleg, and until his 
encouraging effort yesterday train- 
er Steve Judge was undecided 
about sending him in the Preak- 
ness. 


Bold Irishman’s stablemate, King 
Cole, winner of the Paumonok and 
third in the Wood Memorial; Dis- 
pose, who cut out the Derby pace, 
and Ocean Blue, winner of the 
Survivor, are possessed of lots of 
early foot and may do most of the 
pace-making in the Preakness. 

Ocean Blue ran the mile and 
one-sixteenth Survivor in 1:45 1-5, 
setting a new record for the stake. 
Dispose worked a mile in 1:402-5 
yesterday and King Cole loafed 
through a mile and one-eighth in 
1:55 2-5. 

Whirlaway, Our Boots, E. D. 
Shaffer's Curious Coin and C. S. 
Howard's Porter’s Cap are expect- 
ed to do most of their running in 
the final drive to the wire. 

No matter how much pace is 
cut out in the Preakness, Whirl- 
away, who smashed the Kentucky 
Derby record, is strictly the dan- 
ger. When it comes to speed, the 
heat really will be on when Eddie 
Arcaro gives the “whacky one” his 
head in the stretch and whispers 
“diddyap.” 

The “hunch” players among the 
crowd of 15,000 on hand yesterday 
saw two signs in the afternoon’s 
proceedings to steer them toward 
Our Boots. | 

Most important of these signs 
was the victory of his stablemate, 
Haltal,.by a head over Charley 
(Lucky) Howard’s Mioland, the 
odds-on choice, in the Dixie.

LABOR MEDIATION 
AGENCIES URGED 


W. M. Leiserson of NLRB 
Proposes Permanent 


Body Operating on Full- 
Time Basis. 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP). — 
Consolidation of the Government’s 
labor mediation services under a 
permanent agency similar to the 
National Defense Mediation Board 
was recommended today by Wil- 
liam M. Leiserson, a member of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board.

Delivery dates of $15,000,000 
worth of plane parts and anti-air- 
craft gun mounts were made un- 
certain by a strike at an Allis- 
Chalmers plant at Laporte, Ind., 
and a threatened walkout at the 
Hudson Motor Car Co., Detroit. 

Nearly all the 950 employes of 
the Indiana concern struck yes- 
terday, calling for union security, 
wage increases and “a more sub- 
stantial contract.” The plant has 
$5,000,000 in defense orders and 
has been making gun mounts: 

The Hudson factory at Detroit 
has been working on $10,000,000 
worth of airplane parts and in 
addition is building a $20,000,000 
naval ordnance plant. In filing of- 
ficial notice of intention to strike, 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers announced they were seeking 
a wage increase of 15 cents an hour 
for 8500 hourly rated employes. 
The existing scale was not dis- 
closed. 


CONDUCTORS ASK 
FOR PAY INCREASE 


PITTSBURGH, May 8 (AP). — 
The Order of Railway Conductors, 
one of the “big four” rail unions, 
disclosed today it has asked two 
railroads for 15 per cent wage in- 
creases—indirectly to sound out 
sentiment on a nation-wide pay 
increase in the industry. 

J. R. Herring, local chairman of 
the union, said: 

“We fee] entitled to an increase. 
Everything’s going up, and we're 
in the steel district where every- 
one got a wage increase.” 

The present scale for through- 
freight conductors is $7.58 a day 
and for passenger conductors $7.65. 

The wage demands were served 
on the Pittsburgh & Lake Erie 
Railroad, a subsidiary of the New 
York Central system, and the Mo- 
nongahela .Connecting Railroad, a 
subsidiary of the Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Corporation. 

Negotiations with the Mononga- 
hela have reached a stalemate, 
Herring said, and the union is 
placing the case in the hands of 
the National Railroad Mediation 
Board as the Federal Railway La- 
bor Act prescribes. 
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Bill Forced to Informal 


Calendar After Stormy 
Debate, Halting Passage 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 8&— 
Widespread opposition to the anti- 
strike violence bill and virtual lack 
of support for the measure forced 
the bill to the informal. calendar 
last night after a stormy two-hour 
debate in the House. Legislative 
leaders interpreted this to mean 
the bill has no chance of passage 
this session. 

Bitter debate on the measure, 
condemned by opponest as “anti- 
labor legislation,” was precipitated 


by the assertion of Representative 


W. O. Hanks of Joplin that the 
measure had been reported favor- 
ably for passage by the House Ju- 


diciary Committee for the sole pur- 


pose of showing representatives of 
the Communist party, who opposed 
the bill at committee hearings, that 
they had no control or influence 
over the Missouri Legislature, 

“We approved this bill,” shouted 
Representative Hanks, a member 
of the committee, “for the sole pur- 
pose of showing those dirty Reds 
that they can’t tell us what we 
should do,” 

He went on to say that the meas- 
ure was detrimental to the labor 
movement and should be defeated 
by the House, 

Assails Motive. 

Representative William B. Weak- 
ley of Pike County asserted he also 
was opposed to passage of the bill, 
but that “it is a dirty shame for a 
committee of the House to approve 
a bill just to spite someone.” 

The measure, introduced by Rep- 
resentative J. W. Farley (Dem.), 
Platte County, is virtually a copy 
of the recently enacted Texas law, 
which prohibits any person, acting 
with other persons, to assemble 
near or at a plant where a strike 
is in progress, or to use violence 
to prevent a person from engaging 
in a lawful occupation.” 

Offenses under the proposed act 
would be classed as a felony, and 
an amendment, offered by Repre- 
sentative J. Arthur Francis of Iron 
County, to reduce the penalty to a 
misdemeanor was defeated by a 
tie vote, 32 to 32. 

Farley Defends Bill, 

Farley defended the bill in the 
debate. as necessary to defense, 
saying it is essential that workers 
in the vital industries be permitted 
to work without interference from 
strikers or agitators. He asserted 
it was not designed to deny labor 
the right to strike, as guaranteed 
by Federal law, but was intended 
to prevent strike violence and to 
prevent any person from interfer- 
ing with a worker who desired to 
engage in a lawful occupation. 

The only other support came 
from Representative Paul K. Gib- 
bons of Knox County, a member 
of the Judiciary Committee, who 
declared he voted to report the 
measure favorably because he Was 
in favor of the bill, and not to 
show Communists they “could not 
dictate to the Legislature.” 


EX-HEAD OF MORGUE PLEADS 


GUILTY TONARCOTICS CHARGES 


Sentencing of Samuel J. Palmer 
on 11 Counts Put Off to 
June 3, 

Samuel J. Palmer; superintend- 
ent of the city morgue for three 
weeks in January, pleaded guilty 
yesterday before United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore to 
an indictment containing 11 counts 
charging violation of the Harrison 
Anti-Narcotic Act. 

The Court deferred sentence un- 
til June 3, at which time Milton 
Weiffenbach, probation officer, is 
to report on an investigation of 
Palmer’s account of his medical 
education. Palmer, 75 years old, 
said he was graduated from the 
Gross Medical College, Denver, in 
1895, after studying for eight years, 
and also took a/ “research course” 
at Scharrff College, Paris, France, 
for 23 months. {He said he also 
attended Harvard’s medical school 
for three years and nine days. 

John M. Tully, chief narcotics 
inspector, said Palmer was the 
subject of a two-year investigation 
because he wroté prescriptions for 
several drug addicts.

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TO IMPROVE THE DRAFT ACT. 

One of the injustices of the draft was described 
in our Mirror of Public Opinion the other day by 
Jonathan Daniels, editor of the Raleigh (N. C.) News 
and Observer. This was the way in which some 50,000 
selectees were, in the first six months of the conscrip- 
tion program, rejected by camp examiners after hav- 
ing previously been passed by local physicians./ In 
many cases this meant, as Mr. McDaniels pointed out, 
more than humiliation. It also frequently meant 
loss of a job and weakened morale, 

That local draft board rulings differ widely is a 
matter of common knowledge. Yet it hardly needs 
be said that all draftees should be judged by uni- 
form standards, not appraised one way in New York 
and another way in California. 

There are other defects in the draft which have 
been disclosed through its operation, so that the 
time is ripe for the survey which Senator Vanden- 
berg has now proposed. The five-member Senate 
Committee which the Michigan Senator asks can 
be the channel for rounding up all these faulty op- 
erations and the drafting of needed amendments. 

Senator Vandenberg’s special committee should 
be approved and it should get to work forthwith,

HE United States has come nearer to 
T becoming a one-man government as the 

war emergency has grown more acute, 
Congress has become less a factor than it 
was in the period of New Deal reforms. 
When the Attorney General ruled last fall 
Congress had no veto power over the 
transfer of the 50 destroyers in exchange 
for British bases, the legislatiye body 
tually abandoned any constitutional pow- 
ers it had to formulate foreign policies. 

When the “lease-lend” program for aid 
to Britain was presented, the non-interven- 
tionists conducted a sharp but ineffective 
fight. 

The President still refuses to take Con- 
gress and the public into his confidence in 
advance of important decisions. That must 
be expected in time of grave emergencies. 
Thére are “military secrets” which must 
be withheld from the newspapers, and some 
form of voluntary censorship is necessary. 
The public is being warned of greater sac- 
rifices ahead and of more Government con- 
trols. 

The public looks to the White House for 
its leadership, and Congress seems willing 
to permit the President to proceed with a 
free hand in making foreign commitments 
provided they are “short of war.” 

President Roosevelt’s wartime leadership 
has not yet been fully tested. There are 
many who believe it is far from being as 
effective as it was in days of the New 
Deal. Mr. Roosevelt undoubtedly showed 
then to be one of the country’s greatest 
popular leaders. The consensus in Wash- 
ington is that he has not shown the same 
aptitude for leadership, since the lease-lend 
program was enacted by Congress .early 
in March, as when he was appealing for 
support for his social reforms and his 
domestic policies. 
; * * * 

The President has a way of describing 
those who do not follow his roundabout 
methods of approaching a problem as “just 
dumb.” He has what might be described 
as a superiority complex. Woodrow Wilson 
was called by some critics an intellectual 
egotist who disparaged the mental attain- 
ment of persons less scholarly than ‘him- 
self, That term would not apply to Mr. 
Roosevelt. His disparagement of those who 
attempt to interpret his mind seems to be 
prompted by a feeling of vexation or irri- 
tation, rather than by intellectual intoler- 
ance. But he continues to encourage mis- 
interpretations by talking in riddles. 

The President’s leadership was built in 
the New Deal days by an effective appeal 
to the “forgotten man.” Coupled usually 
with his: appeals were promises of reward 
in some form, AAA checks for the farmers, 
WPA jobs for the unemployed, or higher 
wages and shorter hours for labor. |

Woodrow Wilson had the grim determina- 
tion of his Scotch Pres ancestry. 
To inspire the people,‘ he coined such- 
phrases as “making the world safe for 
democracy.”

Lacking as he does the overt 
acts of Germany before the World War, 
such as the sinking of the Lusitania, and 
the propaganda effects derived in the last 
war from the stories of Belgian atrocities, 
Roosevelt is at somewhat a disadvantage 
in his efforts now to arouse the American 
people to action in this grave crisis.

Whether he has the expert technique of a 
successful wartime leader, or merely will 
show himself such in appealing to a people 
suffering from the economic consequences 
of a depression, time alone will tell. 

Since the retirement of William Allen 
White, the Committee to Defend America 
by Aiding the Allies has been largely inef- 
fective as a propaganda agency. The suc- 
cessor of the Emporia editor, Ernest Gib- 
son, who served a brief period in the Senate 
from Vermont, is little known outside his 
State. This organization under the White 
leadership was a powerful aid to the ad- 
ministration in building up popular support 
for strong measures in aid of Britain. 

Largely as a successor to this group has 
appeared the Fight for Freedom Commit- 
tee, whose honorary chairman is Senator 
Carter Glass of Virgjnia. It is for all mili- 
tary and naval assistance to get American 
supplies to Britain. 

The late Lord Lothian was Britain’s most 
successful propagandist in this country 
during the present war period. But on the 
whole, the propaganda of the British Em- 
bassy has lacked the effectiveness of that 
preceding the World War. Except for the 
inspiring Churchill speeches, the same 
might be said of much of the propaganda 
work today in London.

Manager of A. P. Says Lack 
of Unbiased Information 
“Made War Inevitable. _ 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. May & 
(AP).—A free press is necessary to 
world peace and should receive 
“effective considefation” in peace 
negotiations “if this war ends to 
our liking,” Kent Cooper, general 
manager of the Associated Press, 
said yesterday at the 12ist anni- 
versary celebration of Indiana Uni- 
versity, his. alma mater. 


The university awarded an hon- 
orary Doctor of Laws degree to 
Cooper, a native of Columbus, Ind., 
and son of one of the school’s 
first woman students. 

Cooper, in the principal address 
of the Foundation day 
said the present war “simply had 
to be” because “the nations of the 
European continent had no un- 
biased information whatever about 
their neighbors and no unbiased | 
information whatever about their 
own governments.” 

Recalling that signers of the 
Versailles Treaty had turned down 
a suggested provision for establish- 
ment of “the free exchange of 
news without censorship and free- 
dom of the press to print {t,” Coo- 
per said that “if this war ends to 
our liking the’ negotiators of an- 
other peace treaty” could bring 
“a happier day” and “neighborli- 
ness” to Europe by providing for 
a free press as we know it here.” 

“Then,” he added, “if we have 
not permanently lost our own frée 
press by getting too deeply in- 
volved ourselves, the outlook for 
world peace should be brighter.” 

Cooper paid’ tribute to the cor- 
respondents who are reporting the 
present war, declaring that their 
job “in this war is what Gen. Sher- 
man said war itself is.” 

“Indeed,” he said, “reportorial 
assignments in other wars were 
rocking chair jobs compared to 
what our men are undergoing to- 
day. I could tell you, if I had 
time, about privations, successes, 
failures, risks and death in this 
work. Those are experiences per- 
sonaily confronted by a few as a 
service to readers at homie.”

WASHINGTON, May 8. 
President's approval of the 

program was a 
step far more positive and sig- 
nificant than his order for the At- 
lantic patrol, his release of addi- 
tional merchant ships for the Brit- 
ish, or any of the other measures 
which have recently been the or- 
der of the day. 

For if the President meant what 
he said in his letter asking Secre- 
tary of War Stimson to expand 
bomber output, he has at last half- 
consented to an end of “business 
as usual.” There is some dispute 
as to whether he really did mean 
what he said, The degree of ci- 
vilian sacrifice to be required to 
produce the bombers remains to be 
settled between the War Depart- 
ment and the Office of Production 
Management. The allotment of first 
priority to bomber or shipping pro- 
duction must be fought out be- 
tween the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. These issues do not seem 
to have been squarely faced in 
the protracted White House confer- 
ences that preceded the Presi- 
dent’s move, 

Yet by ordering the bomber pro- 
gram, the President has taken the 
first step along a road which can 
only have. one end, If the bombers 
are to be turned out in time, ci- 
vilian sacrifices must be very con- 
siderable . indeed, in automobiles 
and other lines of heavy consum- 
ers’ goods. And the Navy must 
relinquish its present first call on 
all raw materials and semi-finished 
products unless the bomber squad- 
rons desperately needed now are 
to wait on a two-ocean fleet that 
cannot be finished until 1946. 
These things being so, and the 
President having openly acknowl- 
edged the need for the bombers, 
he can hardly draw back. 
Program’s History. 

HE fact that the bomber pro- 

gram has at last gone through 

is evidence that able men, with 
some notion. of the scope and char- 
acter of the problems confronting 
them, can always get a. job done 
in the end. When Robert A, Lov- 
ett and John McCloy were brought 
into the War Department about 
Christmas time from a New York 
bank and law office, the prospects 
were dark indeed. Before they had 
been in the department two weeks, 
they grasped the obvious inade- 
quacy of the air program. They 
sensed its weakness in bomber 
schedules. And they realized that 
the heart of the difficulty was 
planning wrong end to, by con- 
tracting for finished goods rather 
than expanding the facilities for 
making finished goods. 

They immediately prepared a re- 
vision of the air program, with 
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One by one, however, the ob- 
stacles were cleared away. First 
the army approval was obtained. 
Then Lovett and McCloy achieved 
increased influence by their ap- 
pointments as Assistant Secreta- 
ries of War. Then the division of 
authority between the OPM and 


Finglly, the OPM argument that 
“it could ‘not be done” was met by 
documented evidence to the con- 
trary, including a showing that the 
machine tool plants would be able 
to meet the new program’s require- 
ments. Thus, in the end, the prob- 
lem went to the President again, 
and the second application was 
successful. 


Stimson Speech. 

As was noted above, certain 
questions remain to be settled 
before the bomber program can 

go through at full speed. Never- 

theless, the President’s reluctance 
to go the whole hog all at once 
does not diminish the significance 
of the new step. Furthermore, 
other signs of a changing atmos- 
phere have also become visible of 
late. One was the order to pool 
all available machine tools, taking 
them from civilian purposes and 
converting them to defense uses 
wherever possible. Under consid- 
eration for six months, this order 
was not issued because of the 
civilian sacrifices it entailed. Its 
eventual issuance was another in- 
dication that the period of busi- 
ness as usual is drawing to a close. 

Then, too, there was the speech 
on Tuesday from Lovett’s and Mc- 

Cloy’s chief, Secretary of War

There can be smal] doubt that 
Darlan intends to do this for the 
Germans after what he has already 
done, The German panzer divisions 
which were landed with supplies in 
Libya and drove the British from 
Cirenaica would never have 
reached Africa without the secret 
co-operation of the French. Thanks 
to Darlan’s policy of “collabora- 
tion,” the Germans moved. their 
convoys. across the narrow atraits 
of Sicily under cover of darkness 
to French North Africa. There they 
were reorganized and with strong 
air escort made their way down 
the coast in French territorial wa- 
ters. 

In this way the Germans, despite 
the great strength of British sea 
power, moved to Africa a whole 
mechanized army which more than 
anything else in the .war has 
threatened to take Suez and close 
the Eastern Mediterranean. French 
connivance alone explains the safe 
transit of the first two mechanized 
German’ divisions which included 
40-ton tanks. The passage of al- 
most two more divisions was facili- 
tated by the Battle of Matapan, 
which the Germans forced the Ital- 
ians to undertake as a diversion for 
the troop convoy. A fifth German 
Panzer division was sunk by Brit- 
ish fleet and air-arm action, 

Darlan’s attitude, consequently, 
gives Hitler every hope of being 
able te take over the French fleet 
even before he completes the occu- 
pation of France. Should Darlan 
become alarmed in face of protests 
by Petain or by what remains of 
French public opinion, the Ger- 
mans can always threaten to re- 
place him with Laval or some other 
pro-German ‘politician with fewer 
scruples.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 8.—The 
Lauf libel bill, which would have 
permitted the filing of a libel suit 
against a newspaper in the county 
in which the plaintiff resides, or 
in any county in which the al- 
leged libel was circulated, was 
killed yesterday afternoon by the 
House, when the bill was called 
up for pérfection. The vote was 
40 ayes and 55 nays. 

The bill was sponsored by Rep- 
resentative H. P. Lauf of Jefferson 
City, Democratic Majority Floor 
Leader. Under the present law a 
libel suit must be filed in the coun- 
ty in which the newspaper is lo- 
cated.

bargo. Nine of them—one was not 
then a member of the Senate com- 
mittee—voted not to report the 
Neutrality Act for amendment in 
July, 1939. All 10 of them-are sup- 
porters of the Tobey resolution, 
They have thus made it abundantly 
clear where they stand on the pol- 
icy of aiding Britain. 

Now, according to the argument 
of Col. Lindbergh’s speech. and of 
the America First Committee, 
these 10 Senators ought to be ar- 
dent advocates of American pre- 
paredness, But this is the record. 
On the naval expansion bill of 1938 
seven voted nay and one didnot 
vote. Only two were in favor of 
that early and modest expansion 
of the American Navy. A year lat- 
er—on the naval appropriation bill 
in 1939—when' war had already be- 
gun in Asia and in Europe was 
imminent, four of the 10 voted 
nay, three did not vote, and 
three voted yea. The next year, on 
April 18, 1940, when Norway had 
already been invaded, one voted 
nay, five did not vote, and four 
voted yea, Thus, as regards the 
navy, these 10 Senators had among 
them in the course of three years 
the chance to cast 30 votes for na- 
tional defense. They cast nine 
votes out of a possible 30. And 
what about the army? On Aug. 28, 
1940, they had to vote on the Se- 
Service Act. Eight voted 
against it, one did not vote, and 
one voted for it.

The Four Freedoms. 


“One does not associate with 
people in the East and West in 
this land of ours without know- 
ing that there is an overwhelming 
demand that our country stay out 
of war. All the beautiful words 
in captivity are not going to alter 
that determination so long as the 
facts remain what they are today. 
Interventionists may go forth with 
their program of planting and 
fanning hate and fear, but so long 
as that part of our great people 
who constitute this overwhelming 
majority make it clear that they 
are for America first, the fanning 
and planting are to no avail. 

“To talk about carrying freedom 
of worship, freedom of speech, 
freedom from want and freedom 
from fear to all the world in our 
time and generation, does not 
mean much when all the people of 
America know that there is a con- 
siderable portion of these freedoms 
not yet available to all Americans.

6 OSE FEVER” it used to be 
R cate and afterwards 
“spring hay fever,” but it is 
not due to roses and it is not due 
to hay and it is not a fever and 
does not necessarily occur exactly 
in the spring. . 
“Vernal catarrh” probably is a 
better name for it, or as good a 
name as any. At any rate, we 
know that the time is nearing, if 
it has not arleady occurred, when 
people who are sensitive to the 
pollens of certain plants begin to 
have the spring or early summer 
type of hay fever. In a few people 
it may begin earlier than this 
when the trees begin to flower and 
pollinate. In May; the oak, alder, 
hickory and walnut may give trou- 
ble. In early June, the pecan and 
the elm any time between April 
and June, depending on climate. 


Of course, the real offenders 
are the grasses. This was discov- 
ered long ago by an Englishman 
named John Bostock, .who de- 
scribed his own case of “vernal 
catarrh.” He found he had a cold 
every spring and finally. decided 
that it was coincident with the 
blooming of the grasses. He pub- 
lished these observations in a sci- 
entific journal and, although he 
was an eminent medical man and 
a distinguished physiologist, his 
views were greeted with scepti- 
cism, not to say derision, by the 
medical world in general. 


¥ * » 


BUT TIME HAS justified John 
Bostock and we know now that 
these periodical catarrhs are, in 
truth, due to the pollens from the 
grasses which are thrown out on 
the early summer air. Since the 
symptoms occur at about the same 
time as the blooming of the roses, 
it was naturally thought for a 
while that the condition should be 
called “rose fever.” 


We have learned a great deal 
about the prevention of this condi- 
tion and anyone who suffers se- 
verely from periodical attacks of 
sneezing and watering of the eyes 
in the spring, should consider the 
possibility of taking vaccines early 
in the season, some weeks before 
the symptoms are due to appear. 
The vaccines are made from solu- 
tions of the pollens of the grasses 
and in the spring type I believe 
much can be promised in a preven- 
tive way from their use. 


I do not believe it is practical to 
try to prevent the “hay fever” 
that comes from tree budding, as 
this is seldom severe and fee 
only a few days. 


Spring hay fever is more uni- 
versal in the United States than 
winter hay fever, owing to the 
wider distribution of the offending 
plants.

Breath Control

LESSON 18. 


O not regard the breathing ex- 
D ercises of this series as boring. 

Proper breath control creates 
poise and beauty, by giving the 
heart and lungs the amount of oxy- 
gen they need, and by creating an 
auto-massage for the liver and 
stomach. 


You will find breathing exercises 
wonderfully exhilarating—so air 
your room well and devote at least 
20 minutes to today’s lesson. . 


Position: Standing erectly, fin- 
ger closing right nostril, left hand 
cupping lowest left rib. 

Exercise: Inhale through open 
nostril expanding the ribs and 
drawing abdomen in and up. Hold 
for four counts. Then exhale 
through’ your lips as your rib-cage 
collapses but still helding your ab- 
domen in and up. Repeat this 10 
times at least. Reverse hand posi- 
tions’ and repeat 10 times more. 

Follow with this exercise: Stand 


erectly with feet slightly apart. In- · 


hale deeply as you raise your 
hands high—bringing them out 
from the sides to shoulder level 
and then up with palms front. 

Now exhale as you swing arms 
and body forward and bend over 
slowly until both hands touch the 
floor. (If you have limbered 
through practice, and if you 
stretch tall as you raise your hands 
you should be able to touch the 
floor with the palms of your 
hands). 

Inhale again deeply as you rise 
from the bending position and 
bring arms back to shoulder level 
with palms facing front. Exhale as 
you bend down again to touch 
floor with palms of hands. 

Take this exercise slowly at 
first. Memorize it and repeat it 
at least 10 times. Throughout the 
exercise hold your abdomen in and 
make your rib muscles do the 
breathing job. 

Rehearse these: 

1. Lie on floor with fingers be- 


hind ears and elbows raised high. 


Inhale as you push elbows back 
to touch floor. Inhale and raise 


Stand erect, finger closing right nos- 
tril, left hand cupping lowest left rib. 


elbows. Repeat 10 times. Be con- 
scious of holding your abdomen 
in throughout exercise—make the 
ribs contract and expand. 

2. Kneel, hands on hips, feet 
slightly apart, abdomen in, shoul- 
der blades pressed together. 
Stretch body backward taking four 
sniffs, then swing body slowly for- 
ward until chin nearly touches the 
floor as you blow out four times 
through lips. Keep abdomen 
drawn in throughout exercise.
